President Eisenhower said to- 
day that “personal antago- 
nisms” were behind the move 
to reject confirmation of Lewis 
L. Strauss as Secretary of 
Commerce. He said Strauss 
was a valuable public servant 
and a man of the utmost in- 
tegrity’ and competenc®. 

In a press conference cover- 
ing both foreign and domestic 
issues, the President. said also 
that, if the Big Four foreign 
ministers conference opening 
in Geneva May 11 makes pro- 
gress, a summit conference 


will be a foregone conclusion. } 


Mr. Eisenhower’s new ex- 
pression of support for Strauss 
came as the Senate Commerce 
Committee prepared to hear 
a continuation of a lengthy 
attack begun yesterday by 
Senator Clinton. P. Anderson 
(Dem.), New Mexico. 

A reporter noted at the press 
conference that Mrs. ‘Clare 
Boothe Luce had resigned as 
Ambassador to Brazil after the 
Senate had confirmed her nom- 
ination, giving as one of her 
reasons the antagonisms 
aroused in Senate debate over 
the appointment. He asked the 
President if he believed Strauss 
should follow the same course,

That doesn’t mean that the 
sun is one degree warmer and 
there’s no danger of earth or 
any of the planets closer to the 
sun being reduced to ashes, 
the scientists added. 

Harold Johnson, head of the

said the sun’s brightness prob- 
ably moves in cycles and in 
decrease.

“We apparently hit it just 
right after the water had fall- 
en... .

SWEET STORY 
OF SUCCESS... 


On October 1, 1924, Morris 
Glaser opened the doors of 
the first of the Glaser Drug 
Stores. On April 15, 1959, 35 
—_ later, the Glaser Drug 

tores were named the Drug 
Retailer of the Year by the 
National Brands Foundation. 

This first store, 17x40 ft., 
had been stocked through the 
benignity of his former boss 
gf Bam Lae ” gb a as 
a ivery boy) who it- 
ted Mr, Glaser to tie ome 
item out of wig tes A had 
on his shelves. Provi that 

there were three or more 

each item. 

Fixtures had been obtained 
from the St. Louis Fixture 
Co. Mr. Glaser said he got 
them “paying nothing down 
and was told to pay for them 
when I could.” 

Normally renting for $125 
per month, Glaser got a con- 
cession from the building 
owner in the form of 6 
months free rent and a rate 
of $65 per month thereafter. 
This, he said, was because the 
owner felt the need for a 
drug store in the area. 

“Clayton Road then was a 
pretty bumpy stretch,” Mr. 
Glaser recalls today “and 
there were deep ravines on 
both sides of it. You took 
your life in your hands when 
you tried to travel it when it 
was covered with snow, sleet 
and ice. Big Bend was macad- 
ammed, but you’d hardly call 
it pavement. Big Bend be- 
tween Clayton and Fontbonne 
College was impassable after 
@ rain. 

Doctors hesitated to make 
ealls in the area for fear 
they’d get lost. Many a time 
my brother Sam, who started 
with me as a delivery boy, 
and myself would meet 
doctors at our store and es- 
cort them on their calls. 

I recall distinctly the one 
man crew at the little wood- 
en Lubrite intersection of Big 
Bend and Clayton (it’s still 
there today but not little any 
more) would often trap rab- 
bits to pass the time. 

I remember, too, when 
Father Tammany built the 
Church of the Little Flower 
in Richmond Heights. Then 
it was a small frame building 
and there were only 50 peo- 
ple in the entire parish.

es of much needéd milk. 
We'd go to the store; buy it 
and deliver it.” 

If you'd put your finger on 
one of the many e ele- 
ments that have con 
to the creation of the present 
Glaser drug organization con- 
sisting of nine stores, you'd 
probably conclude that this 
delivery service and the earn- 
est desire to give genuine 
help when customers needed 
it most has been the greatest 
single contributing factor. 

In fact, service isn’t just 
an attribute of the Glaser 
stores. It’s an obsession. It 
has endured for 35 years and 
all of Morris Glaser’s associ- 
ates, including his brothers 
Sam, Joe, Al and Herman 
Friedman who. have been side 
by side throughout the three 
decades are personally more 
proud of it than anything else 
in their business. 

Numerous instances have 
proved too, that Glaser cus- 
tomers are quite well aware 
of this service. There was the 
time, for instance, when a 
frantic mother phoned a 
Glaser store with the news 
that her child had locked him- 
self in the bathroom and 
could not be freed. 


The Glaser store dispatch- 
ed a delivery boy who climbed 
a ladder, entered the bath- 
room window and freed the 
child.

Schnitzler said. “The rosy pic-

Of Fall Guys 


It’s unthinkable that the 
Redbirds could start as poor- 
ly as they did a year ago 
when they lost 14 of their 
first 17 games. Yet if 15 se- 
backs in 20 aren’t actually 
worse, please remember that 
the 1958 club rebounded to 
win 30 of its next 45 contests. 

Before fading again, the 
Cards a year ago played 
handsomely throughout most 
of May and June to close in 
on the lead. By the Fourth of 
July, four games over .500 
with a 37-33 record, they 
were in second place, only a 
length and one-half behind 
Milwaukee. 

When an anticipated pen- 
nant contender finished in a 
tie for fifth and sixth with 
Chicago, Fred Hutchinson, 
who had been named Mana- 
ger of the Year for bringing 
the team home a surprise 
second in 1957, was fired and 
replaced by Hemus. 

Solly’s Follies won't win 
the Mighty Mouse any prize 
at this rate, but, fortunately, 
there’s good reason to believe 
the hustling Hemus won't be 
given the short shrift that be- 
fell St. Louisan Bill Norman 
at Detroit. 

For one thing, Ol Will 
worked for 11 owners. While 
the Cardinals actually are 
owned by Anheuser - Busch’s* 
many stockholdérs, control is 
vested in Gussie Busch, and 
it’s apparent the sportsman 
has learned the importance 
of patience. Besides, Solly 
was the boss’ own choice.

A girl 24 should be able to decide with whom 
she wishes to correspond without help from 
Mother. The exchange of letters and literature 
sounds like a fine idea. India declared her inde- 
pendence in 1950. When are you going to do the . 
same? 


Dear Ann: Our son is 17 and a junior in high school. 
He’s mature mentally and physically, a fine student and 
active in sports. 


He’s going steady with a 22-year-old girl. She's 
teaching school and they are madly in love. They're 
together seven nights a week. She's immature emotionally 
and pouts if he doesn’t pay attention to her every minute. 


She refuses to go anywhere without him, even to 
church. We've told him he should date others, but he 
says he loves her, so why bother? She resents us bitterly 
and accuses us of trying to “break them up.” 

This is a real problem in our home. What can we 


do? WORRIED DAD. 


Your first mistake was permitting Sour son 
to get tied up with ANY girl seven nights a week, 
much less a 22-year-old one. This is a sick relation- 
ship and the school teacher sounds like an emo- 
tional basket case. Most. 22-year-old girls wouldn't 
be caught dead with a high school junior.

The Mother said, “I never called it running away be- 
cause it really wasn’t. They were just exploring, but I 
couldn’t have them doing it. So I'd bring them home and 
tie each one to a table leg with a thread for a half hour. 
It held them just as good as a rope and it burned them up 
to be tied, so they quit going away.” 


The Mother said, too, that she and Dad made 
a point of taking them out and letting them see 
things a few blocks away because “they were just 
born explorers.” It’s our guess that this helped 
even more than being tied to the table leg. Any- 
way, we agree that “you don’t have to pound them 
to have them get the point.” 


There’s a “thinking chair” in-this family. The young- 
ster who needs it is sent there to “think about a better way 
to behave.” The Mother says, “It is surprising what it 
does to them to just sit down and be quiet.” 

One day the 4-year-old, who had tormented his play- 
mates all morning, had a session on the “thinking chair.” 
Finally, he called his mother and said, “I think I could be 
a better boy if I went to bed and slept some more.” So he 
did. And he was. Many a time more rest instead of more 
punishment is the best cure for a little child's fretful 

‘quarreling. 

‘The 6-year-old, according to the mother, is inclined: 
to be.a whiner and complainer. Whenever it starts, Mother 
says, “All right sing it.” She insists the youngster sing 
-whatever it is she is fussing about. She says, “You just 
can’t complain and sing at the.same time, the two don't 
go together.” Then she tells her, “Now sing something 
you're glad about.” She says, “Almost before you know it 
she is smiling in spite of herself.” 


The whole point is that these parents are try- 
ing to help their youngsters behave themselves 
| without resorting to physical force to do it. The 
father says, “We don’t mean to let them get away 
| with things, but we think you don’t have to be 
’ heavy-handed, It seems to us they are willing to 


Right there the father has laid a finger dh a matter 
of great significance. “They are willing to be good kids 
when they know how.” There has to be help in knowing 
how to be “good.” There has to be telling and showing and 
telling again. There may have to be punishment some- 
times, but the more “thinking chairs” and “singing instead 
of whining,” the less pthishment is necessary.

ROBERT EMMETT BURNS 
built a reputation as a “tough 
guy” while serving a five-year 
sentence for armed robbery in 
the Missouri Penitentiary in 
the middle 1950s. He deliber- 
ately antagonized guards, His 
surly attitude stopped prison 
administrators who tried to 
talk rehabilitation to him. 


Three intimate associates 
who had been discharged 
earlier from the prison helped 
with the build-up. Marvin 
Berry, Forrest Parker and 
Clarence Enloe kept sending a 
message to police through the 
underworld grapevine. The 
message was: “Wait till Bobby 
Burns gets out. We'll show 
you.” 

Offered a parole that would 
have reduced his term con- 
siderably, Burns answered with 
a definite “No.” He made it 
clear he wanted no meddlesome 
parole agents interfering with 
him after his release. 

Burns had made a pretense 
of going straight when he had 
completed a previous stretch 
in 1952. His father, Frank E. 
Burns Sr., and eldest brother, 
Detective Lt. Frank E. Burns 
Jr., had offered helping hands. 
His father got him a good job 
as a steamfitter. His -brother, 
who was earning less than a 
steamfitter, gave Bobby the 
keys to a brand new Plymouth 
and said the car was his. 

Ex-convict Burns messed up 
real good. He refused to pay 
dues to the union and lost the 
job. He used the Plymouth in 
a holdup. The car was recov- 
ered by pursuing county police 
officers. The title was still in 
the name of Lt. Burns. 

When Robert Burns left the 
penitentiary in 1957 he made 
no effort to fool anybody. He 
blended into the murky land- 
scape of the underworld with- 
out delay. 

Daylight holdups: increased 
in Bt. Louis. It was not long 
before Burns was in serious 
trouble again. He and Clar- 
ence Enloe were captured in a 
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Seven days later Burns was 
caught in another holdup. 


He and his associates had 
moved their base of operations 
to the East Side. They had 
grown tired of the constant 
watch kept on their activities 
by detectives of the police in- 
telligence unit. 

“When we moved from St. 
Louis to the East Side,” Berry 
said, “it was like leaving Si- 
beria and going to the United 
States.” 


Berry later had to eat his 
words. His Garden of Eden on 
the East Side turned out to 
be a bed of thorns. He out- 
stayed his early welcome. 

Life was easier for the 
young hoodlums in _ Illinois. 
They could hang out at St. 
Clair and Madison county

But Berry, Burns and Parker 
could not resist a temptation 
to foul their new-found Eden. 
They learned that Adrian 
Croissant, owner of a Granite 
City tavern, had made a big 
withdrawal from a bank to cash 
paychecks. 

Thomas San Souci was work- 
ing at the bar when three men 
wearing Halloween masks 
walked into the tavern at 2401 
Edwards street shortly after 
6 am. on Jan. 31, 1958. A 
customer, Stanley Skubish, 
wandered in while the holdup 
was in progress. A robber 
who resembled Berry said, 
“Get up to the bar, hoosier.” 
He directed Skubish to stand 
beside another customer. 

‘One of the robbers seized 
the contents of a money box 
and a cash register. The loot 
totaled $6642. The masked 
men drove away in a stolen 
automobile, abandoned it sev- 
eral blocks away and trans- 
ferred to another car. 

The big city hoodlums, who 
looked on East Siders as 
“hoosiers,” had picked. the 
wrong town to commit a rob- 
bery, however. Granite City 
police were not asleep. They 
had been tipped off by St. 
Louis detectives and were 
maintaining their own surveil-

black smoke poured out. Burns, 
coughing and gasping, came 
through the door and ran into 
the arms of the policemen. 


An inspection of the apart- 
ment disclosed that Burns 
had set fire to two rubber 
masks. The smoke had 
driven him away before he 
could touch a match to a 
third mask, found on a 
divan. 

Patrolman Kelly Hodges 
found stacks of paper money 
on a shelf in a closet. Some 
had been marked for iden- 
tification by Croissant, the 
tavern owner. Three pairs of 
brown cloth gloves and three 
suede jackets, similar to 
those worn by the robbers, 
were discovered. An officer 
opened the bin of the refrig- 
erator and there were three 
revolvers. 


The three ex-convicts refused 
to make statements. Berry 
went on trial in Madison coun- 
ty circuit court at Edwards- 
ville eight months later. A 
Belleville pistol dealer identi- 
fied Berry as the man who had 
purchased the three revolvers. 


The trial dragged on for 
several weeks in Circuit Judge 
James O. Monroe Jr.’s court 
as State’s Attorney Dick H. 
Mudge Jr., presented a strong 
case. An alibi was offered in 
Berry's behalf. The jury found 
him guilty of armed robbery 
and he was sentenced to an 
indeterminate term of 10 to 20 
years in prison. He is now at 
liberty on $40,000 appeal bond. 

Bonds and attorney’s fees 
are costly and the Berry gang- 
sters were having trouble hold- 
ing on to the money they were 
taking in holdups. They 
planned other robberies to 
meet expenses. 


John Gazzoli, owner of the 
Star Novelty Co., was singled 
out as one of the next victims. 
The same tactics were used. 
Three of the gang walked into 
the company’s office at 4151 
Delmar boulevard the morning 
of March 21, 1958. They were 
wearing masks and carrying re- 
volvers. 

Gazzoli was sitting at his 
desk, just to the left of the 
door. He acted instinctively, 
drawing his .38 caliber revol- 
ver from a drawer. He’ fired 
through a glass partition at 
Burns, the front man. The shot 
missed. 


Burns rushed at Gazoli 
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the hoodlum and intelligence 
squads.

Famine in Haiti 
FLINT, Mich., May 5. 


IT SEEMS TO ME that we have been left in ignorance 
of the situation in Haiti which, because of our past history 
of concern about that land, should be of concern to every- 
one of us. 


In the Congressional Record there is a speech by Sena- 
tor Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota in which he brings out 
the fact that because of a long drouth there has been 
famine in Haiti which affects 45,000 men, women and chil- 
dren. This condition has existed for over a yeat and even 
if the rains were to come now the people would have no 
seed left with which to plant crops, and no animals left 
to sell in order to get money to buy seeds. Both a French 
priest and a Baptist minister report starvation conditions 
altiong the people and pitiable conditions among the chil- 
dren.

In his speech Senator Humphrey pointed out 
the curious fact that we, who are so near to Haiti, 
not only are slow to act when we hear of such a 
situation in which our surplus food could be used, 
but there is no machinery set. up by which we can 
do this. At the same time he pointed to the, fact 
that in the District of Columbia there are 7000 
children in the grade schools who have an inade- 
quate diet and there is no school lunch program. 


The President was upheld the other day by the House 
in his veto of a Rural Electrification bill and he repeatedly 
upholds his Secretary of Agriculture, who has allowed a 
condition to arise where we have no plan either for ‘help- 
ing hungry children at home or for helping people who 
have starved for over a year in a neighboring island. All 
of this when We ourselves have more food unused than we 
know what to do with. This looks as though Democrats as 
well as Republicans must accept responsibility for this de- 
plorable situation. 

There was a time when our citizens believed that a 
good harvest was the gift of God. We needed it and we 
were thankful for it. Otherwise, we would have no Thanks- 
giving day. J think with a little serious planning we could 
help people all around the world to improve their own food 
supplies and to profit by our ability to grow food and our 
luck in having good harvests.
